RUSSIA AIND JAPAN. =» 


(Datly Press, {12th October.) 
Rumours of a decléfation of war between 
rhe vas and Iussia were prevalent in the 
Colony on Saturday]: but there was inv 
foundation for them evidenced in telegrams. 
The Daily Mail story if Russin's suggested 
partition of Corea, aid Japan's refusal o 
the offer has been jjcontradicted hy the 
Japanese Minister pJin London, Baron 
Havasor. The Norii-China Daily News 
publishes a telegrant from ‘Tokyo which 
states that “ present} appearances indicate 
the transfer of ci negotiations hetween 
Ruasia and Japan t 
the Russian Minister, having been giveu 
plenary powers.” Thjs perhaps is the result 
of Baton Rogen’s visit to Port Arthur and 
his confereace with Admiral ALEXIEFF, as 
it was obvious that Huron Rosen was not 
likely to have goue fo Port Arthur at the 
present grave crisis except for very. import- 
ant reasons. Woh tho result of the 
conference may be iffis impussible even to 
hazard'a guess. Admiral Auexrerr hold- 
ing the views described in the le(ter of our 
Port Arthur corredpondent, which we 
published in our issue of Saturday, it is 
useless to expect that a very conciliatory 
line of conduct can have been suggested by 
him to his country’s rpresentative at Tokyo, 
Nor is there much suggestion of concession 
on the side of Japan where it is well known 
that it is far more/than the question of 
Manchuria’s future which is concerned. Yet 
event with regard tq Manchuria alone, an 
influential portion gf the Japanese Press 
still speaks as if thelloxs of the province to 
China were not an a:complished fact. For 
instance, the Japan |Times,a journal, it is 
true, which is accusef of jingoism by sume 
of its Anglo-Japancs@ contemporaries, wrote 
at the end of last month :—“< The time has 
“arrived when China's attitude on the 
“subject is a matter of but secondary 
‘importance, it being incumbent upon this 
“country to deal with the question solely

THE BRITISH CHINA SQUADRON. 


a . 
(Daily Press, 14th October.) 
Straits papers last week informed their 
readers that the Admirals of the British 
squadrons oa the China, Australia, and 
East India stations were all expectei at 
Singapore near the end of that week. Tuis 
conference has been expected fur some time, 
the stated reason fot it being the condition 
of affairs in the Fur East. It is to be 
presumed that by this tims the Admirals 
have met and compared their idéas. What 
these may be, generally sp2iking, it is 
imp sible to guess; but there is one point 
at least upon which they must be agreed, 
since it arises from facts about which there 
is no discussion. That point is the uj .et 
of the balance of naval power in the Far 


Evst during the past two years. Great 
Britain had -two years ago the most 
powerful and most numerous fleat; not 


long tefore that, she outnumberel any two 
fleets in Chinese waters; but now how doe: 
she stund? As is a well-koown fact, 
Russia has been making enormous additions 
of late to her Pacific flvet, nnd is continuing 
to make more; Britain is not so doing, nor 
indeed haa she been making any appreciable 
increase in her naval forces out here, 80 
that now the relative positions of the British’ 
nid Russian fleets are entirely altered. 
This statement is easily verified, Wo have 
on this station four battleships, the Albion, 
Glory, Ocean, and Venzeance,all of 12,950 tous 
Russia has six battleships—the Refvizan of 
12,700 tons, the Peresviet and Pobieda, both 
of 12,674 tons, the Petrupavlovsk, Poltava 
and Sevastapol, all of 10,960 —and_ is 
expecting a seventh, two more, the Cesare- 
viteh 13,110 tons, and Oslabya, 12,674 
tons, atonce. All these battleships, in both 
squadrons, except the Cesarevitch (20 guns) 
and Pereaviel und Pobieda (15 guns) have 
16 guns. Iu the next class we have the 
armoured cruisers Cressy, 12,000 tons and 
14 guns, and Leviathan, 14,100 tons and 18 
guns; and the first class cruisers Amphitrite, 
11,000 tons and 16 guns, and Blenheim, 
9,000 tons and 12 guns, Bussia has the 
armoured cruisera Bayan, 7,800 tons and 10 
guns, Gromoboi, 12,336 tons and 20 yuns, 
Rosia, 12,130 tons and 20 guns, and Rurik, 
10,923 tons and 20 guns. Of the cruisers 
not included in the firat class we hive the 
Eclipse and Talbot, 5,600 tons and 11 guns, 
Fearless, 1,580 tous and 4 guns, Sirius, 
3,600 tons and 8 guns, and Thetia, 3,400 
tons and 8 guns. Russia has the Askold, 
6,100 tons, Bogatyr, 6,750 tous, and Varyag, 
6,500 tons, all with 12 6-in. and 12 8-in. 
guus ; the Boyarin, 3,200 tons and 6 guns, 
aud the Diana and Pallada, 6,630 tons an:l 
8 guns. Batween the smaller cruisers and 
corvettes, gunboats, gun-vessels, eta., it is 
hard to draw a line saying that this vessel 
is a formidable item and the other is uot, 
But, taking the two fleets as stated above, aud 
counting the Oslabya and Bayan as already 
part of the squadrun, we get the figures us 
follows: —Britain, 4 battleships, 2 armoured 
and 2 first class cruisers, 5 other cruisers ; 
Rassia, 7 battleships, 4 armoured cruisers, 
5 second and third class cruisers. Of 
other ships with the slightest pretences to 
war class, Britain has 41, while Russia's 
number is not ascertainable, there certainly 
being far more than the 13 named in the 
usual lists; if the actual figares could be 
obtained there would doubtless be found a 
much nearer approach to numerical equality. 
It is impossible thut the ithree British 
Admirals now down south are not seriously 
considering the’ position of affairs in Far 
Eastern waters, as described in the figures

CRIME IN HONGKONG. 
poe ee 
(Daily Presa, 13th October.) 

It may not be uninteresting, at a time 
whey the question is very prominently in 
the minds of Hongkong re-idents whetber 
ineffective treatment of criminsls and bad 
characters in this Colony may not. be con- 
tributing largely to the excessive amount 
of petty theft, robbery with violence, ets., 
nov prevailing here, to look back to the 
earlier days of Hongkong and see what was 
thought then. In 1872 a Police Commis- 
sion sat in the Colony and produced a 
report which dealt largely with the matter 
of punishment of criminals. A few extracts 
from this report, which met with general 
approval among the lending residents at 
the time, may be made. First, as to flogging, 
the Commission says :— 

“Tt isin its deterrent aspect that the 
“ Cowtmission regard our system of punish. 
“ment as altogether failing. A sentiment 
“of humanity, very much misplaced when 
“we come to. deal with a race that mis- 
“ understands it, and regards it ns a sign of 
“ weakness, has always stood in the way of 
“free infliction of the penalty which the 
“Chinaman particularly dreads, that of the 
“Jash. Its inexorable application to one 
“class of offences exceedingly common in 
“ former years, that of Wrenching ornaments 
“ from women’s ears, has caused that crime 
“to disappear almost entirely from the 
“criminal calendar, aud highway robberies 
“with viclence have undergone marked 
“diminution from the same cause. The 
‘‘Commission cau see no reason why this 
“useful mode of punishment should not 
‘be extended indefinitely, and they do not 
“ hesitate to recommend that power should 
“be eutrusted to tbe hauds of the presiding 
“judge at any Criminal Ses ions to order a 
“flogging in any case of felony which, in his 
“opinion, disclosed circumstances to de.erve 
“it, in addition to the punishment already 
“imposed by law. Experience shows no 
“reason to fear thatsuch a power would be

npon the loveliness of |the countryside, and he 
cannot have failed to}come away from it with 
mind-pictures of rippling green fields and 
young pinehills that will linger in his memory 
ever afterwards as 8 pleasant thing.

Should he get off the beaten paths that lead 
from one villaga to anyother he may as well give 
himself up to chsnog;whether or no he shall 
ever extricate himsdif from the maze.

We 
calculated that the distance was six or seven 
miles, and set off olong the trackless 
coast ut a rattling pace. As darkness deepened, 
however, tronbles begin to come thick upon us, 
We struck through arngged gap io the hills 
and he.d otr way down a wild rivine on the 
far her side, whence we could see the twin lights 
of Pingshan Station glimmering on a hill some 
miles away. Between us and the welcome light 
there was an absolutely flat conatry which, 
given a good road, we could have traversed in- 
side an hour. 

We stumbled along in the dark for a couple 
of miles or so, more often in the paddy than out 
of it, until at length wo came to a creck, which 
we waded. Twenty yards farther on the creek 
again cfronted us. We wsded gain. In 
fifty more yards or so the cresk again. That 
creek! We must have crossed it nearly a score 
of times; and of:course to make mattors worse 
the bigger man of the two invariably rode 
over the stream on his smaller companion's 
back. It's a way big men have. At last woe 
both had to cast our shoes and stockings, for 
we found that the track ended up ina glorious 
mud-bank full of sharp oyster-shells and 
seemingly leading nowhere bat into blackest 
night. It took us about an hour to get out of 
that quagmire, and what a state our feet and 
legs were in! We washed them in a lukewarm 
pond that smelt of fish, drank the beer, and 
laboriously climbed the hill to the Police Station, 
a veritable haven of refuge. 

It was not long we could afford to stay, 
however. ‘The Indian catrol were going out 
at ten o'clock in our direction and we eagerly 
embraced the chance of getting their skilled 
guidance away from that creek. At one part 
of the return journey even their local knowledge 
failed them and we had to take the back-track 
for more than a mila before we could reach the 
proper road again and so through the gapdown 
to the shore, where we could see our lanuch’s 
riding-light far out in the bay. 

And when we got on board we found two 
bottles of “ Yebisu ” that had been overlooked ! 


NOTES FROM THE BOTANIC 
GARDENS. 


Glovinia maculata, a native of South 
America, is not much grown in Hongkong, 
although it makes a good pot-p'aut for the 
summer andantumu months. There are several 
good specimens in the old garden which are 
just coming into flower. These may bo found 
in the Grevillea walk just above the fountaio 
and on the steps at the north-eastentrance. It 
has the advantage of being an attractive plant 
either in or out of flower, as the foliage is of 
a purplish tinge and cathor effective. The 
flowers are blue ii colour, bell-shaped. and are 
borne at the ends of the annual growths. It was 
introduced into England so lung ago as 173). 

In the No. 3 house a plant of Costus tgneus 
has been flowering, more or less, for some time. 
The flowers, which are brigut orange, are most 
striking and measure nearly 3 inches across; 
the lip being undalated and expanded 
horizontally. The growths of the plant are 12 
or 15 inches high and the leaves from 4 to 6 
inches in length. It belongs to the giuger 
family and was sent to England from Brazil in 
1884. A go-d figure of the plant in flower may 
be se-n in the Botanical Magazine for the 
following year. 

The tea plant, Camellia Thetfera, is now in 
flower growing opposite the foot of the 
Albany entrance steps.

ROBBERIES IN HONGKONG. 


Following the identification by Mrs. Sheffield 
of one of the men su ‘posed to have been con- 
cerned in the highwsy robbery on Kennedy 
Road, the amah of Miss Bateman, who with her 
mistre s was bound and gagged by a gang of - 
robbers on the 16:h ult., recognised a member 
of the party on the 9th inst. As the amah was 
walking along the stree , she observed a man 
whose face seemed familiar. On odming nearer 
she was greatly startled to find that he 
was one of those who had maltreated her, 
and hurrying back to Miss Bateman's house, 
she told her mistress the news. Action was 
promptly takep, and the police were soon at the 
house. Iu company with the umah, the detec- 
tives sat out {o look for the suspect, w ho was seen 
in the same locality as before, Thre was no 
difficulty over the arrest, and'tha man was given 
quarters in the Police Station. On the 10th 
inst. Miss Bateman and the amah separately 
picked out the man froin, abont o dozen. 
Besides assaulting Miss Bateman, who was 
in a poor state of health, being confined to 
her couch at the tims, ‘he robbors stole a 
quantity of jawelry from tha lady. T'wo of the 
amah’s teeth were broken, and two gold rings 
snatched from |: + i:gers. 

Some time previous to the above, o hcuze 
boy iu the employ of Miss Bateman stole $80 
in money, and though she was ablo to furnish 
particulars for h- ‘> tification, tho rascal has 
not yet been arrested. It is presumed that 
there is a conuection between the two casas, as 
the robbers must have had an intimate know- 
ledge of the house to go to the placés where 
the jewelry was kept without having to waste 
time in searching. 

Shrieks for help were heard coming fiom a 
Chinese tenement house a short distance 
from the Lay View Hotel, on the ‘1th inst. 
A policeman on patrol duty was in the vicinity 
and rushed up the stairs of the house just in 
time to intercept a couple of coolies. ‘Che 
constable took the liberty of stopping [these 
men, and th n proceeded to enquire into the 
caune of the screams, A tale was told by the 
woman occapying the room that a gang of eight 
forced the door, seized and gagged her, o1 
ransacked the .placs for valuables. Notwith- 
sanding the dirty cloth in her mouth, the 
woman was ablo to cry for agsistance; this 
caused the robbers to decamp, the policeman ar- 
riving at the momen! the last two were leaving. 
Help was obtained from the Police Station, 
and on search being made four other arrests 
were effected. On the 12th inst, at the 
Magistracy three of the men were sentenced 
to six months’ hard labonur each. 

Another robbery of a daring character 
which occurred last Tuesday evening at 
Keaunedy's Stables, Causeway Bay, a stop- 
watch worth $160 and a §5 no‘e, the 
property of Mr, W. Gegg, who manages the 
Kennedy property. Noises were heard by Mrs. 
Gegg and her amah, about 9 p.m., proceeding 
from tl) veraudah on which the bedroom 
opens, but as dogs have the ran of the 
house, the sounds were put down as having 
been cansed by them. Mr. Gegg returned home 
an bour later and went to bed, placing 1 coat 
which contained the watch aod money on a sofa 
by the side of a window. Next moraing the crat 
could not be foand, until, the verandsh being 
searched, it was discovered there minus the 
valuables. Mr. Gegg presumes entrance to the 
verandah was obtained by means of the raia-pipe, 
on which footprints were found. .

promotion of trade. Tae will 
says, fo hear the proposals of the merchants, 
who are requested to draft regulations to be 
sent fo him for hia approval, and he will 
exert his ntmost to protect them. fe re-iarks 
the power of China and the strength of ifs 
people are at present lamentably small. Ti. is 
commouly said that China can be made 
powerful, which meaus that commerce can be 
promoted. If the commerce of {le two 
Kwang provinces can be extended, ‘every part 
of China might follow suit. The power of a 
country depends on commerce. From this it is 
clearly {o be understood how important it is lo 
promote the trade of Canton, the whole 
couotry depending on it. Hitherto the people 
of Canton have lived mainly by commarce, all 
other occupations coming second. The hope 
of reforming China is very small if tbe trade 
of Canton remains weak. 

His Excellency quite understands that the 
merchants have been hectored, bullied, and 
“squeezed by the officers, and that their 
complaints cannot reach the ears of the high 
authorities. Being Viceroy of the two Kwang 


always auxious fo do good to the people and to 
find every possible way to protect them. So let 
the merchants awake an’ co-operate with lim 
to gain good results. His Excellency then makes 
suggestions as follows :— ; 

. Chamber of Commerce should ba 
established, every guild to be represented by a 
leading merchant. Constant meetings should 
be held, so that all disputes between merchants 
can be settled and all complaints can reach the 
ears of the high authorities atoice. Branches of 
the Chamber of Commerce should also be 
established in Chiu-Chow and Shiu-Hing to 
co-operate. 

2. Inspectors of commerce should be employed 
to inspect all exports, imports,and native pro- 
ducts, and all other things connected with trade. 

3. There should be exhibitions of articles, 
native and foreign, to extend the knowledge of 
the Chamber of Commerce. . 

4. Men should be employed to reports all the 
market qnotations, the condilions of the market, 
and all other things connected with commercial 
business, 

5. Commercial training schools should be 
opened. 

6. The Chamber should consult with mer- 
chants in foreign countries and ask them their 
advice as to the promotion of commerce.

A_ strong 
squadron from Vladivostock consisting of the 
Poltaru, Pobieda, Petropavlovek, , Ketvtzun, 
Pereaviet and Sevastopol began that day an 
attack ou Port Arthur, which was defeuded by 
all the torpado-boats belonging to the Fur 
Eastern fleet of Russit. The Russiaus are 
are c nfident that the Japanese cannot take 
Port Arthur without tbe loss of many of 
their slips and of ai least 20,00) men. The 
defences are indead very powerful. It wae at 
first proposed to limit the total namber of guns 
in the different batteries to 400, but that number 
has now bsen far exceeded.

Why havo the Americans, Dutch, Spaniards 

and the Australians ill-treated the Chinese in 
their countrios P It is tecause the uafortanate 
Manchu Governmeut is unable to protect the 
Chinese owing to their weakness, although the 
Chinese are under their rale. The Chinese 
ought to re-establish their own Government 
under the reform method and select a Chinaman 
to be the Empe or, instead of the preseat one, 
who is so powerless and nulucky to China. 
since the Chin se have been under the 
Manchu rule from 1644, China has almost lost 
her tiibatary countries excepting Tibet, 
Turkestan, Mongolia, and Mancharia, but the 
fourth one is under the Russians’ cootrul. The 
Chinese farther poiat out that China was 
not only losing her dependencies, but also her 
own territories which the Grett Powers grabbed 
from her bit by bit after the China-Japan war, 
owing to her inability to resist them. 

Are the Chinese not ashame! to let the 
Manchbus supersede thom, whom their aucestors 
had treated as their bitter enemies? 
the Chinese Dynasty was still in existence, 
the Manchus often iuvaded China, but 
unsncces:fully, and were driveu to Manct uria, 
whore thoy established their Government for a 
long period 

Daring T’sung Cheng's reigo, the last 
Emperor of tha Ming Dynasty, the rebel'ion 
arose in every part of Chiva, and the Chinese 
Government w s unable to suppress it. The rebel 
leader, Li Tze Cheng, then entered Pekin and 
drove the Emperor out and took possession of 
the Dragon Throne and became the Emperor 
for a short time—under what dynasty is 
unknown. When Wao San Kui heard of this 
news, he invite: the Munchns to come to 
Peking to suppress rebellion, As son as the 
Manochts arrived with Wao San Kui, the rebels 
resisted, and were unable to hold their possession, 
and evacuacted the capital. So Wao San Kui 
pursued them. Daring Wao San Kui's pursuit, 
the Mauchus took posse sion of the Dragon 
Throne and appointed their leader, named 
Shun, China's Emperor. After Wao San 
Kui’s return be found him occupying the 
Throne with determination to remain. 

Tho Ming Dynasty was overthrown by the 
rebel leader named Li T'se Ch’eng, bat not 
by the Manchus. If Wao San Kai would 
recognise him as the Emperor at the time, the 
Manchus,could not obtain the chance to grasp

other transit dues besides dekin, and of all. 
other taxation on foreign goods, and in con- 
sideration of the other retorms provided for 
in this article. 

The Chinese Government may vecast the 
foreign export tariff with specitic duties, as 
far ax practicable, on a scale not exceeding 
five per centum ad valorem; but existing 
export duties shall not be raised until at least 
six months’ notice has been given.

The team has arrived ia Shanghai, and all 
are safely quartered in the houses of their 
resp2ctire hosts. The Tartar did not reach 
Woosung until late on Saturday night, owing 
toa strong N.W. wind. So strong was it, in 
fact, that at one period of Thursday night we 
ooly made 36 knots in 6 hours and 198 in 
the 24, The voyage was uneventful. The sea 
was at times rough, but not rough enough 
to cause any serious g-mér or to incapa- 
citate the team io any way. Cricket was 
naturally indulged in every day, und the 
patieice of the quarter-master and that 
art of the orew told off to manufacture cricket 
balla was severa'y taxed, as the balls had a wiy 
of disappesring under or over the net-work into 
the sea with mysterions rapidity.

Congratulations are heartily offered to the 
Colonial Secretary on his appointment to ad- 
mfnister the Government in the interval between 
the departure of Sir Henry Blake on the “lst 
November, and the arrival of Sir Mathew 
Nathan in March next.

SHanaHat.—Messra. Noél Murray & Co. report 
f r the week ending 9th October, as follows :— 
From all accounts the Mid-Autumn Settling-Day 
(4th inst.) passed off fairly satisfactorily, and al- 
though one «r two of the smaller Native dealers 
came to grief, the majority were able to meet their 
liabilities ; but it is said that some required a good 
deal of accommodation in order to pull through. 
Native Interest ruled very hizh. and although the 
rate is now much lower it is still too high t ad- 
mit of any improvement in Clearances, which 
remain very poor. So far there are no perceptible 
signs of the looked-for general improvement in 
demand. and dealers do not seen at all inclined to 
buy 1” anticipation, so we shal! doubtless have to 


- wait in patience for the initiative to come from 


the con:uming districts. A fair business con- 
tinues to be done for next spring arrival, but the 
low forward rates of Exchange offered by the 
Bants remain a stumbling block, and in most cases 
the business is being done on a sterling basis. It 
consists for the most part of purchases of old and 
favorite chops for which the dealers feel pretty 
certain of finding a profitable outiet, which 
chops they are practically compelled to buy 
in order to keep them in their own hands. 
Advices from Tientsin and Newchwang are slight- 
ly more encouraging, and may lead to a helter 
business later on, but in the meantime the tight- 
ness of woney stops everything except a small 
hand-to-mouth business. THe merchants are re- 
ported to have some orders in hand, which they 
are keeping back in view of the coming auctions 
of American goods, further quantitirs of which 
are being offered without reserve. The Liverpool 
market is easier, the latest quotationsbeing 5.78d. 
for Mid-Orleans and 83d. for Egyptian, but this 
does not affect prices here. The Manchester mar- 
ket is steady and some business is reported to 
have been done in 8.4-lbs., 10-lbs. and 12-lbs. 
Grey Shir‘ings, also a few White Shirting: of the 
finer qualities. There is a little dving in Fancies, 
but the extended delivery now required in many 
instances renders business impracticable. The 
River Perts vontinue to buy Yarn, séme 3,000 
bales, mostly 10s. and 203., having changed hands 
during the interval. Prices on the whole are 
steady, except for 2s. which show a drop of about 
Tis. 0.75. per bale. The Exports of Plain Cottons 
from the United Kingdom for September are 
wired as 12,000,000 yards, but we bave alsu heard 
from another source the quantity should be 
14,000,000 yards.
